( 10 ) Without prejudice to the foregoing provi 
sions of this section , the Visitor may, by order in 
writing, annul any proceeding of the University 
which is not in conformity with this Act , the Sta 
tutes or Ordinances : 


Provided that if the authority concerned is of 
opinion that such action ought not to have been 
taken ; it may refer the matter to the Visitor whose 
decision thereon shall be final: 

Provided further that any person in the service of 
the University who is aggrieved by the action taken 
by the Vice - Chancellor under this sub - section shall 
have the right to appeal against such action to the 
Executive Council within three months from the 
date on which decision on such action is communi 
cated to him and thereupon the Executive Council 
may confirm , modify or reverse the action taken 
by the Vice -Chancellor .

( c ) the appointment, powers and duties of the 
officers of the University and their emoluments ; 

( d ) the appointment of teachers of the Uni 
versity and other academic staff and their emo 
luments ; 

( e ) the appointment of teachers and other 
academic staff working in any other University 
or organisation for a specified period for under 
taking a joint project ; 

( f ) the conditions of service of employees 
including provision for pension , insurance and 
provident fund, the manner of termination of 
service and disciplinary action ; 

( g ) the principles governing seniority of service 
of employees ; 

(h ) the procedure for arbitration in cases of 
dispute between employees or students and the 
University ; 

( i) the procedure for appeal to the Executive 
Council by any employee or student against the 
action of any officer or authority of the Univer 
sity ; 

(i ) the establishment and recognition of Stu 
dents Union or associations of teachers , academic 
staff or other employees ; 

(1 ) the participation of students in the affairs 
of the University ; 

(1 ) the conferment of honorary degrees ; 


211. The Executive Council. - ( 1 ) The Executive 
Council shall be the principal executive body of the 
University .

( 3 ) Every new Statute or addition to the Statute 
or any amendment or repeal of a Statute shall 
require the assent of the Visitor who may assent 
thereto or withhold assent or remit to the Executive 
Council for consideration .

( m ) the creation , composition and functions of 
any other body which is considered necessary for 
improving the academic life of the University ; 

(n ) such other terms and conditions of service 
of teachers and other academic staff as are not 
prescribed by the Statutes ; 

( 0 ) the management of Colleges and Institutions 
established by the University ; 

(p ) the supervision and management of Colleges 
and Institutions admitted to the privileges of the 
University ; and 

( q ) all other matters which by this Act or the 
Statutes may be provided for by the Ordinances . 

( 2 ) The first Ordinances shall be made by the 
Vice -Chancellor with the previous approval of the 
Central Government and the Ordinances so made 
may be amended , repealed or added to at any time 
by the Executive Council in the manner prescribed 
by the Statutes. 


(4 ) A new Statute or a Statute amending or re 
pealing an existing Statute shall have no validity 
unless it has been assented to by the Visitor , 

(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
foregoing sub- sections, the Visitor may make new 
or additional Statutes or amend or repeal the Sta 
tutes referred to in sub - section ( 1 ) during the period 
of three years immediately after the commence 
ment of this Act :

29. Annual report. --- ( 1) The annual report of the 
University shall be prepared under the direction 
of the Executive Council and shall be submitted to 
the Court on or after such date as mav be prescribed 
by Statutes and the Court shall consider the report 
in its annual meeting . 

( 2 ) The Court shall submit the annual report to 
the Visitor along with its comments , if any . 

( 3 ) A copy of the annual report, as prepared 
under sub -section ( 1 ) , shall also be submitted to the 
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Central Government, which shall , as soon as may 
be , cause the same to be laid before both Houses of 
Parliament. 

30. Annual accounts . ( 1 ) The annual accounts 
and balance- sheet of the University shall be pre 
pared under the directions of the Executive Council 
and shall , once at least every year and at intervals 
of not more than fifteen months, be audited by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General of India . 

( 2 ) The annual accounts when audited shall be 
published in the Gazette of India and a copy of the 
accounts together with the report of the Comptroller 
and Auditor -General shall be submitted to the Court 
and the Visitor along with the observations of the 
Executive Council. 

( 3 ) Any observations made by the Visitor on the 
annual accounts shall be brought to the notice of the 
Court and the observations of the Court , if any, 
shall, after being considered by the Executive 
Council, be submitted to the Visitor. 

( 4 ) A copy of the annual accounts , together with 
the report of the Comptroller and Auditor-General, 
shall also be submitted to the Central Government, 
which shall, as soon as may be, cause the same to be 
laid before both Houses of Parliament. 


33. Right to appeal. Every employee or student 
of the University or of a College or Institution shall , 
notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, 
have a right to appeal within such time as may be 
prescribed by the Satutes , to the Executive Council 
against the decision of any officer or authority of 
the University or of the Principal or the manage 
ment of any College or Institution , as the case may 
be , and thereupon the Executive Council may con 
firm , modify or reverse the decision appealed 
against 

34. Provident and pension funds. — ( 1 ) The 
University shall constitute for the benefit of its 
employees such pension or provident fund or pro 
vide such insurance schemes as it may deem fit in 
such manner and subject to such conditions as may 
be prescribed by the Statutes. 

(2 ) Where such provident fund or pen 
sion fund has been so constituted , the 
Central Governmentmay declare that the 
provision of the Provident Funds Act, 
1925 , shall apply to such fund, as if it 19 of 1925 . 
Were a Government provident fund . 


35. Disputes as to constitution of University au 
thorities and bodies . - If any question arises as to 
whether any person has been duly elected or appoin 
ted as , or is entitled to be, a member of any authority 
or other body of the University , the matter shall be 
referred to the Visitor whose decision thereon shall 
be final. 


31. Conditions of service of employees . - ( 1 ) 
Every employee shall be appointed under a written 
contract which shall be lodged with the University 
and a copy of which shall be furnished to the em 
ployee concerned . 

( 2 ) Any dispute arising out of a con 
tract between the University and any 
employee shall, at the request of the 
employee, be referred to a Tribunal of 
Arbitration consisting of one member 
appointed by the Executive Council , one 
member nominated by the employee 
concerned and an umpire appointed by 
the Visitor . The decision of the Tribunal 
shall be final, and no suit shall lie in 
any civil court in respect of the matters 
decided by the Tribunal. Every such re 
quest shall be deemed to be a submission 
to arbitration upon the terms of this 
section within the meaning of the Arbi 
tration Act , 1940 .

36. Constitution of committees . Where any au-. 
thority of the University is given power by this Act 
or the Statutes to appoint committees , such com 
mittees shall , save as otherwise provided , consist of 
the members of the authority concerned and of such 
other person (if any ) as the authority in each case 
may think fit . 

37. Filling of casual vacancies. All casual vacan 
cies among the members (other than ex officio 
members ) of any authority or other body of the 
University shall be filled , as soon as conveniently 
may be , by the person or body who appointed , elec 
ted or co - opted the member whose place has become 
vacant and the person appointed , elected or co - opted 
to a casual vacancy shall be a member of such au 
thority or body for the residue of the term for which 
the person whose place he fills would have been a 
member. 


38. Proceedings of University authorities or bodies 
not invalidated by vacancies. No act or proceed 
ings of any authority or other body of the Univer 
sity shall be invalid merely by reason of the exis 
tence of a vacancy or vacancies among its members . 


32. Procedure of appeal and arbitration in discip 
linary cases against students . — ( 1 ) Any student 
or candidate for an examination whose name has 
been removed from the rolls of the University by 
the orders or resolution of the Vice - Chancellor , Dis 
cipline Committee or Examination Committee , as 
the case may be, and who has been debarred from 
appearing at the examinations of the University for 
more than one year , may , within ten days of the 
date of receipt of such orders or copy of such reso 
lution by him , appeal to the Executive Council and 
the Executive Council may confirm , modify or re 
verse the decision of the Vice -Chancellor or the 
Committee , as the case may be. 

( 2 ) Any dispute arising out of any disciplinary 
action taken by the University against a student 
shall, at the request of such student , be referred to 
a Tribunal of Arbitration and the provisions of sub 
-section ( 2 ) of section 31 shall , as far as may be , 
apply to a reference made under this sub - section . 


39. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No 
suit or other legal proceedings shall lie against any 
officer or employee of the University for anything 
which is in good faith done or intended to be done 
in pursuance of any of the provisions of this Act , 
the Statutes or the Ordinances . 

40. Mode : of proof of University re 
cord .. A copy of any receipt , applica 
tion , notice , order , proceeding , resolution 
of any authority or committee of the 
University , or other documents in pos 
session of the University , or any entry 
in any register duly maintained by the 
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Pondicherry University to complete his course for 
that degree, diploma or certificate , as the case may 
be, and the Pondicherry University and such college 
or institution shall provide for the instructions and 
examination of such student in accordance with the 
syllabus of studies of the respective University , 


44. Statutes, Ordinances and Regulations to be 
published in the Official Gazette and to be laid 
before Parliament . - ( 1) Every Statute , Ordinance 
or Regulation made under this Act shall be pu 
blished in the Official Gazette .

( 2 ) Every Statute, Ordinance or Regulation made 
under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be 
after it is made, before each House of Parliament , 
while it is in session , for a total period of thirty 
days which may be comprised in one session or in 
two or more successive sessions, and if, before the 
expiry of the session immediately following the 
session or the successive sessions aforesaid , both 
Houses agree in making any modification in the 
Statute , Ordinance or Regulation or both Houses 
agree that the Statute, Ordinance or Regulation 
should not be made , the Statute , Ordinance or Regu 
lation shall thereafter have effect only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may 
be ; so , however , that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity 
of anything previously done under that Statute , 
Ordinance or Regulation .

7. Heads of Departments . -- ( 1) In the case of 
Departments which have more than wie Professor , 
the Head of the Department shall. be appointed by 
the Executive Council on the recommendation of 
the Vice -Chancellor from among the Professors. 

( 2 ) In the case of Departments where there is 
only one Professor, the Executive Council shall have 
the option to appoint, on the recommendation of 
the Vice -Chancellor , either the Professor or 
Reader as the Head of the Department : 

Provided that it shall be open to a Professor or 
Reader to decline the offer of appointment as the 
Head of the Department. 

( 3 ) A person appointed as the Head of the 
Department shall hold office as such for a period

8. Proctors . ( 1 ) Every Proctor shall be ap 
pointed by the Executive Council on the recommen 
dation of the Vice - Chancellor and shall exercise 
such powers and perform such duties as may be 
assigned to him by the Vice- Chancellor .

( 2 ) Every Librarian shall exercise such powers 
and perform such duties as may be assigned to him 
by the Executive Council . 


6. Deans of Schools of Studies . — ( 1 ) Every Dean 
of a School of Studies shall be appointed by the 
Vice - Chancellor from among the Professors in the 
School for a period of three years and he shall be 
eligible for re-appointment : 

Provided that a Dean on attaining the age of 
sixty years shall cease to hold office as such : 


Provided further that if at any time there is no 
Professor in a School, the Vice- Chancellor, or a 
Director authorised by the Vice -Chancellor in this 
behalf , shall exercise the powers of the Dean of the 
School. 


10. Meetings of the Court . -- ( 1 ) An annual meet 
ing of the Court shall be held on a date to be fixed 
by the Executive Council unless some other date has 
been fixed by the Court in respect of any year . 

(2 ) At an annual meeting of the Court , a report 
on the working of the University during the pre 
vious year, together with a statement of the receipts 
and expenditure, the balance - sheet , as audited , and 
the financial estimates for the next year shall be 
presented .

( 3 ) A copy of the statement of receipts and expen 
penditure , the balance - sheet and the financial esti 
mates referred to in clause ( 2 ) shall be sent to every 
member of the Court at least seven days before the 
date of the annual meeting. 


( 2 ) When the office of the Dean is vacant or when 
the Dean is , by reason of illness , absence or any 
other cause , unable to perform the duties of his 
office , the duties of the office shall be.performed 
by such person as the Vice -Chancellor may appoint 
for the purpose . 

( 3 ) The Dean shall be the Head of the School 
and shall be responsible for the conduct and main 
tenance of the standards of teaching and research 
in the School. The Dean shall have such other 
functions as may be prescribed by the Ordinances.

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12. Powers and functions of the Executive Council . 

( 1 ) The Executive Council shall have the mana 
gement and administration of the revenue and pro 
perty of the University and the conduct of all admi 
nistrative affairs of the University not otherwise 
provided for 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the 
Statutes and the Ordinances, the Executive Council 
shall, in addition to all other powers vested in it , 
have the following powers , namely : -- 

(i ) to create teaching and academic posts , to 
determine the number and emoluments of such 
posts and to define the duties and conditions of 
service of Professors , Readers , Lecturers and other 
academic staff and Principals of Colleges and 
Institutions maintained by the University : 

Provided that no action shall be taken by the 
Executive Council in respect of the number , qua 
lifications and the emoluments of teachers and 
academic staff otherwise than after consideration 
of the recommendations of the Academic Council ; 

( ii) to appoint such Professors , Readers, Lec 
turers and other academic staff , as may be 
necessary , and Principals of Colleges and Insti 
tutions maintained by the University the 
recommendation of the Selection Committee cons 
tituted for the purpose and to fill up temporary 
vacancies therein ; 

( iii) to create administrative , ministerial and 
other necessary posts and to make appointments 
thereto in the manner prescribed by the Ordi 
nances ; 

(iv ) to grant leave of absence to any officer 
of the University , other than the Chancellor and 
the Vice - Chancellor, and to make necessary ar 
rangements for the discharge of the functions 
of such officer during his absence ; 

( v ) to regulate and enforce discipline among 
employees in accordance with the Statutes and 
the Ordinances ; 

( vi) to manage and regulate the finances , ac 
counts , investments , property , business and all 
other administrative affairs of the University , 
and for that purpose , to appoint such agents as 
it may think fit ; 


(vii ) to entertain , adjudicate upon , and, if 
thought fit , to redress any grievances of the 
employees and students of the University , who 
may , for any reason feel aggrieved ; 

(xiii ) to appoint examiners and moderators and , 
if necessary , to remove them , and to fix their 
fees , emoluments and travelling and other allo 
wances , after consulting the Academic Council ; 

( xiv ) to select a common seal for the University 
and provide for the custody and use of such seal ; 

(sv ) to make such special arrangements as may 
be necessary for the residence and discipline of 
women students ; 

(avi) to delegate any of its powers to the Vice 
-Chancellor, the Directors , the Registrar or the 
Finance Officer or such other employee or autho 
rity of the University or to a committee appointed 
by it as it may deem fit ; 

(xvii) to institute fellowships, scholarships , 
studentships , medals and prizes ; and 

( xviii) to exercise such other powers and per 
form such other duties as may be conferred or 
imposed on it by the Act , or the Statutes. 


13. Quorum for meetings of the Academic Council .
